In exercise of the powers conferred by paragraph 
8 of the Tenth Schedule to the Constitution of India , 
the Speaker of the Goa Legislative Assembly hereby 
makes the following rules so as to amend the 
Members of Goa , Daman and Diu Legislative 
Assembly (Disqualification on ground of Defection ) 
Rules , 1986 , namely : 


1. Short title . These rules may be called the 
Members of Goa Legislative Assembly ( Disqualifi 
cation on ground of Defection ) (Amendment ) Rules, 
1990 . 


( 4 ) . Any person released under sub - section ( 1 ) or 
sub - section ( 2 ) shall surrender himself at the time 
and place , and to the authority , specified in the order 
directing his release , or cancelling his release , as 
the case may be. 

(5 ) If any person fails without sufficient cause 
to surrender in the manner specified in sub -section 
( 4 ) , he shall be punishable with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to two years or with fine , 
or with both . 

(6 ) If any person released under sub - section ( 1) 
or sub- section (2 ) fails to fulfil any of the conditions 
imposed upon him under the said sub - section or in 
the bond entered into by him , the bond shall be de 
clared to be forfeited and any person bound thereby 
shall be liable to pay the penalty thereof . 

( 7) Notwithstanding anything contained in any 
other law and save as otherwise provided in this 
section ; no person against whom a detention order 
made under this Ordinance is in force shall be relea 
sed whether on bail or bail bond or otherwise .
